the gooda are '‘just aa represented,'’
and already the big wholesale firms
are making ioguiry regarding next
season's prodoot.

Then, in the spray manufscturing
department the work is goiog oo at
a lively pacs, Sampson's Spray being
torned out by the barrel and syven
when the plant is worked to its follest
oapacity it is inadequate to the ever
inoreasing demands.
=3A oar of barrels and anolher of sul-
phut bad just arrived and shipments
wers going out, s oar being sent Lo
Oakland, Douglas county, aod another
to a Californis party, while the local
demand is exceptionally good, s dozen
barrels being $aken out into nearby
orchards that day.

On April 83 will ocour the first an-
niversary of the establishmems of the
cannery and it is proposed to celebrats
that event with & big demoustration
along the fruitgrowieg industry lioe.
The big addition to the canpery will
be completed by that date and already
the new machinery has been ordered
and will be in working operstion by
that time.
